This cutworm overwinters as a 
partly grown larvae as the eggs 
are laid and hatch in the fall. In 
early spring they feed on weeds 
and volunteer growth and later 
transfer their feeding to crops. In 
some areas alfalfa and winter 
wheat are attacked, the degree of 
damage is dependent on the size 
and abundance of larvae. Mustard 
and flax are especially vulnerable 
because these crops cannot recover 
from feeding. Barley and oats are 
usually preferred to wheat and 
these crops can withstand light 
feeding without serious damage. 

In most years, when temper¬ 
atures are normal, the army cut¬ 
worm terminates its feeding by 
the last week in May. The larvae 
enter a resting stage in the soil 
and emerge as moths during late 
June and July. The eggs are not 
laid until early Sept, the larvae 
hatch soon after, feed and are 
about half-grown by winter. In 
some years, when the spring is 
cold and wet, development of the 
larvae may be delayed by several 
weeks and hence feeding and 
damage may occur for a longer 
period. This year, because of the 
dry and open spring, development 
is normal and feeding is expected 
to be completed by May 31.

Where possible, 
seeding of infested fields should 
be delayed until late May. This 
is of value where mustard or flax 
is to be grown as these crops are 
particularly susceptible, and dam¬ 
age can be averted by delaying 
seeding until the larvae have 
completed their feeding. If larvae 
appear in these and other crops, 
they can be controlled by spraying 
insecticides on the soil surface; 
ondrin, four ounces of the active 
Ingredient per acre or dieldrin at 
six ounces will protect infested 
crops from further damage. These 
are available as emulsible concen¬ 
trates and can be applied with a 
standard field sprayer at 6 or 7 
gallons per acre. Always follow 
closely all the cautions on the in¬ 
secticide label, especially those 
concerning grazing and harvesting 
for forage.

Vulcan 
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Relics Belong In Museum 

The Little Bow Pioneer Museum, established last 
year at the C. M. Allen farm at the south edge of Vul¬ 
can, assumes new importance in this year of 1963 
which marks Vulcan’s 50th anniversary as a town. 
Recollections of the past, and comparisons of the 
early pioneer years with the present, are an integral 
part of our anniversary observance. 

Without such collections of early farm imple¬ 
ments, furniture, tools, utensils, clothing, etc., as are 
being accumulated and displayed by the Little Bow 
Pioneer Museum, our recollections of those early years 
when this land was being homesteaded just after the 
turn of the century would only be by word and picture. 
The mode of living and methods of farming of 50 or 
60 years ago and more are graphically illustrated by 
the furnished rooms, the tools and farm implements 
displayed at the museum. 

The museum depends on the generosity and 
public-spiritedness of residents of this area for the 
acquisition of its exhibits and most of the articles 
now on display have been donated. At many farms 
throughout the district there undoubtedly are pieces 
of equipment and, in the attic or stored in sheds, odd¬ 
ments of furniture, utensils, tools, etc., that were in 
common use when this part of Alberta was first 
settled and have since been supplanted by more 
modern items. These relics, mostly of no value except 
from a historical standpoint, would be put to much 
better use if they were on display to the public. 

If you have something at your farm or in your 
home that should properly be in the museum why not 
bring it in next time you’re in Vulcan. Only by all 
co-operating can the way of life of the early days be 
preserved for future generations.
